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REPORT OF HEALTH NURSE 


The following is a report of activities conducted by the 
New Hampshire Department of Health, Bureau of Public 
Health Nursing, for the benefit of the children of Went- 
wcerth for the year 1958. 


‘The towns of Wentworth and Warren combined in 1958 
anc. with the cooperation of local doctors and members of 
the }4t, Moosilaukee Medical Center Auxiliary, several suc- 
ces3fi clinics were held at the Warren church vestry. 

““he percent of pre school children from Wentworth at- 
ter ling these clinics was excellent, many receiving Salk vac- 


cine, triple toxoid immunizations and smallpox vaccinations. 


A large percentage of children attending were given comp- 
lete physical examinations. 

A pre-school dental program was held in June and eleven 
Wentworth children, ages 3 to 6 years attended, receiving 
dental cleaning, four flourine treatments and dental instruct- 
ion by a dental hygienist of the Department of Health. 

My sincere thanks to the ladies of Wentworth for as- 
sisting in these worthwhile projects. 

Home calls have been made on mothers, babies and pre- 
school chi'dren. Arrangements have been made for children 
to attend diagnostic clinics at Hanover with follow-up calls 
as necessary. The nurse has also cooperated with other state 


agencies for the benefit of families in the community.

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Tee hLP PREVENT FOREST FIRES 


Twenty-five percent of all forest fires in New Hamp- 
shire are caused from careless debris burning —brush, 
paper, leaves, grass, etc. Most of them are started without 
the required permit from the local forest fire warden. The 
cost of extinguishing these fires annually runs into large 
sums of money. 


According to law, responsible parties must pay the cost 
of putting them out. In addition, violators may be subject 
to court prosecution with fines running as high as [$200] 
two-hundred dollars. 


{n the interest of fire prevention why not eliminate burn- 
ing at home? Use your town dump. It has been set up for 
your persona! convenience. It provides a suitable place for 
the disposal of dangerous inflammable waste material and 
other useless items which accumulate around the home and 
local stores; brush, ect., cut on your property. Eliminate the 
hazard of burning yourself. It will be easier for you — 
personally and financially. 

If, however, you do burn on your premises: 


1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden 
— the law requires it. 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. Don’t 
leave it. 


3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leav- 
ing it.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Wentworth School! Board: 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your Superin- 


tendent of Schools. 


With the addition of two new staff members in the 
Wentworth School we have had a most satisfactory year 
to date. In June Mr. and Mrs. Valla decided to seek 
employment elsewhere but we were fortunate to obtain 
Miss Elmira Baston to teach the upper grades and Miss 
Leona Drew to teach the middle grades. Mrs. Belyea 
who is doing her usual good job completes the staff. Miss 
Baston taught in Campton the previous year and Miss 
Drew graduated from Plymouth Teachers College in 
June, 1958. They too are fine teachers and add a great 
deal to the school. 


The Wentworth School is now in excellent repair 


and as far as I know only a few minor things need atten- 
tion. We have had difficulty in heating Miss Drew’s room 
during the cold weather but this could be remedied by 
rearranging the present piping. This and a small amount 
of painting that perhaps should be done this year, is all I 
know about. The time will come when the water supply 
in your school may be a problem and some time before 
too long if the building continues to be used, probably 
the outside should be painted. 


I am sure the question will arise again this year con- 
cerning the advisability of employing three teachers for 
the number of pupils you have. I do not think there is 
any doubt but what your children benefit from such an 
arrangement and I would recommend keeping them if 
you feel you can. For your consideration I would like to 
call it to your attention that the Wentworth School Dis- 
trict could probably save several thousand dollars a year 
by transporting its elementary children to Rumney or 
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Plymouth. At the present time Rumney is in no position 
to accept them but Plymouth would and could. Largely 
for my own information I have checked this matter quite 
thoroughly and I find the arrangement would be practi- 
cal. I realize that you take great pride in your small 


school but it seems to be that our primary concern is a 
good education for our children and this is our primary 
consideration. If the time comes when you feel you can 
not afford to employ three teachers then this might be an 
alternative. | am not recommending this move although 
I do think the children would benefit, but I am presenting 
it to you in the event you would be interested. 


As a future matter of interest perhaps you should 
know that Plymouth is completing a new $130,000.00 vo- 
cation building which will be completed and ready for 
Occupancy in September. Plymouth has felt for some 
time that we are not able, through our present facilities, 
to fully meet the needs of boys and girls who will not be 
going to college. At this writing it is not definite as to 
exactly what courses will be offered but in addition to the 
present Manual Arts program Auto Mechanics, Sheet 
present Manual Arts program, Auto Mechanics, Sheet 
Metal Work, Agriculture, Wood Working, Cabinet Mak- 
ing and Meta! Lathe Work are some of the courses that 
might be offered to the boys. Girls might be offered cour- 
ses in Sewing, beginning and advanced, Home Making, 
Commercial Cooking and Baking, Consumer Buying, etc. 
A survey will be taken shortly and on the results of it 
courses for next year will be organized, where possible, 


In the text book area Wentworth is now in good con- 
dition. The new Science and Social Studies books men- 
tioned in the last report have been purchased for all plus 
reading books for the upper grades. Outside of replace- 
ments, workbooks and some reference materials about 
the only recommendation I would make for next year 1s 
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to begin to replace our spelling books which are of a 1943 
copyright. There are a number of modern series today 
which are far better than the ones we are now using al- 
though I have hesitated to recommend a change until the 
present ones were worn out. 


I think it would be greatly appreciated by the school 
children if this year we could do something about a play- 
ground area and playground equipment. After further 
study I shall make a recommendation to your school 
board. 


Please feel free to contact me if you have education 
problems concerning your children.

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EXPLANATION OF 


SUPERINTENDENT'S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that school district annual re- 
ports show the total amount paid ts the superintendert 
of schools per the following quotation: 


“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report showing the 
total salary paid to the superintendent, which report 
shall show in detail the amount derived from the per 
capita tax and the amount paid directly by each 
school district in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union on 
the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated on 
the basis of average daily membership in the schools 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The Su- 
perintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 1957- 
1958 received a salary of $6550 which was made up as 
iollows: $2500 paid from the per capita tax and $4050 
prorated among the several school districts. Allowance 
of $900 for travel within the union was also prorated as 
stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each school district.
